This year, a special health service was provided all public 
and parochial school children by the Vermont Topical Fluoride 
Demonstration Unit of the United Stales Public Health Service, 
which began work in Rutland on November & All children, who 
had parental approval, had their teeth cleaned and received lour 

applications of sodium fluoride, whieli is intended to prevent tooth 

decay. The work could not have been done without the splendid 
cooperation of (he Parent -Teacher Associations, which furnished 
transportation. 

We must not feel that we have provided adequately tor the 
safety of our school children until automatic sprinklers have been 
installed, in all our buildings, and connected with the Fire De- 
partment. 

INSTRUCTION AND RELATED SERVICES 

The finest educational advance we have made this year has 
come from the combining of the Kingsley and Wat kins Avenue 
schools, and I he t real ing of t hese t wo schools as one. Each Hchot 'I 
has a kindergarten and a grade I , Kingsley has grades 2, 3, and ti: 
while Watkins Avenue has grades I and 5 With bus service 
between the schools, and excellent school lunch programs in both, 
these children BOW enjoy all the privileges of pupil* in the larger 
,-cln » ils of t he ( 'it y. 

Through the efforts of a Committee of elementary teachers, 

complete new Spelling hooks and leaching materials have been 
placed in use. 

With the full cooperation of the Marble Savings Bank, a new 
School Savings Program was instituted in all elem-ntary school* 

on October 17, 1950. By the end of the calendar year 755 different 

children had total savings of f 1,575.25.

More men teachers; more teaohetS with regular or advanced 
degrees; individual attention I hat can he given in small classes; 
and our cxtremelv low percentage of pupil "failures." \ \\ i~ 
not high when one considers the methods employed in different 
places in tigure the cost -per-pupil ; for example in six of the ten 
largest places in the Stale, junior high pupil- are counted as 
high school pupils. This means thai although it does not cost 
:t- much to educate junior high pupils as it due- those in the senior 
high, the number Of pupils used U) divide the total expense is 
larger, and therefore the cost-per-pnpi! seem- to be lower.

May I 
repeat, from last year's Report . that in a siatemeiil issued on 

January 26, I960, the National ( longress of Parents and Teachers 

reminded us thai, "in schooling as in almost everything else, cost 

and quality are closely related 

Because our teachers lake their Salary Schedule very 

seriously, and had hoped thai increases called for on that schedule 

would keep them al least even wit Ir the cost of living, they have 
asked for DO cost-of-living salary adjustment for two years. 
Actually, however, although t he cosl nf living has gone up almost 
7 ( " t in the last year, our Proposed Budget calls for increased 
salaries for teachers of less than .". I' , . The resull will be that 
our teachers, even with the increases mentioned, will have con- 
siderably less purchasing power than they had a year ago!

Due to the summer 
vacation period, and . «t 1 similar Factors, 60 percent of our 
total expense in any calendar year comes during the Prof 
six months. Therefore, in order to operate the schools mi their 
present basis until July 1st, it will take at least an amount 
which would be raised by a tax rate of $1.05 on a Qrana List 
estimated at $225.ooo.

happen! Voters, as well as pupils, parents, anil teachers, must 
realise as never before that what our schools do <»• fail to do today 
determines the kind of citizens, homemakers. and workers we 
will have tomorrow.

The Librarian and Staff of the Rutland Free Library take 
pleasure in presenting this report of your Public library tor the 
year 1950: 

It is always gratifying lo report gains in tl„. |j| )l; ,,v, 
for the Hut hind Free Library has had tm exceptionally busy year 
Much of the growth in circulation of books and in t '|„. raster of 
borrowers is due to the new services now available, mm of u hieh 
came as a result of the restoration of funds for which our citizens 
voted in the March, I960 election. Two important result.- of the 
vote were the extended library hours and the increase in the book 
budget. 
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As hag been pninU'd out before the publication nt' circula- 
tion figures alone does nut tell the whole story of library activities, 

they are, however :i good indication of the public's regard for, 
and the use of the library. Rather than giving the cold facts of 
total circulation, in tabular form, the Librarian believes Ilia! a 
less formal presentation will be of interest to you: 

In 1950 the library circulated !)(i.2S. - { volumes a gain of 
nearly 6,000 over 1949." Of the bonk- loaned, I7.N22 were adult 
non-fiction ami 5.K70 were juvenile aon-fictiOU. 1,263 periodicals 
were loaned in the adult and juvenile depart merits. Adults read 
a total of 17.702 books of fiction, including 3,607 rental books, 
The Children's Room circulated IS. 102 honks of hit ion. 

The newly organized Phonograph Record division in both 
juvenile and adult departments loaned 2,200 records, these from 
a comparatively small but growing collection. 

1,784 books were purchased for the library in 1990. 000 
worn-out and obsolete volumes were discarded and I ,S0 I hooks 
were mended and returned to eirculat ion. 

During the year .'160 excellent books were presented !o the 
library by patrons and out-of-town friends. Again the library is 
indebted to Miss Marion Humble for a fine selection of childrcn'.- 
books, donated in time for the Children's Book Fair in November 

A Memorial Book section was set up in 1950 and 22 out- 
standing books, covering a wide range of interest.-*, are now mi 
the shelves. The presence in the library, for many years, per* 
haps of a fine volume dedicated to the memory of a loved friend, 
is an incomparable tribute. Special memorial bookplates are 
placed in the books naming the donor as well as the person in 
whose memory the volume is placed. 

Registration figures el borrowers added in 1950 are incom- 
plete because re-registration was begun late in the year in prepa- 
ration for the installation of the charging machines. 

In September the Library was able to sel up a new schedule 
oj bouts. The building is now open each week day from 9 A.M 
to 9 P.M. and the innovation lias proven very Satisfactory to 
patrons. 

The Young People's (VP] collection, a little over a year old, 
is growing and the circulation turnover is excellent. 

During the past year the library building has been the center 
of many meetings ami exhibits. Such organizations as Commun- 
ity Welfare Association; Metropolitan Milk Producer's Croup: 
the Green Mountain Club; the Red Cross and the Green Moun- 



tain Development Association used the Auditorium for meetings. 
The annual Summer Exhibition of the Mid-Vermont Artists; 
the Playgrounds Art Project and the Rutland County Slump 
< lub used the < lallcry. and smaller groups such as the classes for 

Displaced Persons; The Garden club and the Baptist Women's 
Organization, among others, met in the Vermont Room. The 
Gardes Club always a good friend of the Library again 
provided Mowers during the year and also the fine decorations in 
the building at the holiday season. 

Movies lor children have become so popular lhal I wo 
performances are now given on Saturday mornings, ll is esti- 
mated that I he I960 season entertained over 8,000 youngsters. 

The first Annual Book Fair brought 2.000 parents ami 
children to the library during Bonk Week in November. The 
success of the affair assures its being repeated each year. All 
made students of the parochial and public schools came with 
their teachers during the exhibit. 

The Library has a collection of 50.000 volumes and receives 
216 periodicals and newspapers which provide up-to-the-minute 
information on thousands of subjects. When our resources fail 
to meet the demands, books and pamphlet material are borrowed 
from other libraries. The Pamphlet File has: available valuable 
collect ions of government documents and material not to be found 
in books. I luring the past year the Library staff gathered mater- 
ial lor teachers, students, business men. advertisers, clubs, 
housewives, farmers and mechanics: and assisted patrons in a 
great variety of ways from providing material on how to plant 
a rock garden to preparing a talk on Roman marriage customs. 

Two of the Library's 1950 booklists received Special mention 
by the American Library Association, and copies were widely 
distributed In patrons ami to libraries all over the country who 
requested copies. "Down the Garden Path." (a list of garden 
books) and the Book Fair List were most in demand. 

In the spring the Rutland Free Library was host to the 
librarians of this district at an all-day conference and during lin- 
y-ear members of our staff attended the Vermont Library Asso- 
ciation conference at Burlington and the American Library 
Association in Cleveland. 

The Librarian is grateful to all who have, in one way nr 
another, served the Library. Some of these people have beon 
mentioned, newspaper editors and reporters and Station WMW'H 
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have assisted as have community organizations. Tin- Trustees 
nf the Library have worked hard to raise the standard (if the 
Library :<nil have shown a particular awareness of the need, 
showing consideration fUso to a Staff, who in turn have winked 

faithfully.

I herewith submit the annual report of the Department of 
Public Works and Water Depart ment;jf or the year I960. 

Street Department 

The many favorable eomments bv the general public b&Vti 
lead US to believe that the people of Rutland were well pleased 
with the work done by the Street Depart mcnt during the past 
yea r 

Upon appointment as ( 'omnii.ssioner erf Public Works one 
1)1 my first duties was to organize the street department to handle 
two major projects. The Hist project consisted in the repair and 

maintenance 61 the roads which had been severely damaged by 
the frost action during the winter of I'M!) and 1950. Inasmuch 
R8 we own a limited amount of street maintenance equipment 
it wa-< necessary to hire additional men and equipment to repair 

the damage as quickly as possible. Hy July 1st most of the over 
sixty miles o| our streets were in g,,od condition. During the 
summer maintenance season 88,6ft] gallons of tar and asphalt 
and '2.2'.U cubic yards o!' sand were applied to city streets. 

Mi" second project consisted in establishing a plan for the 
complete reconstruction and paving of manv city streets. Funds 
had been made available for this nt) rk bv tin- voters' approval ol 

the road improvement bond issue at the .March election, together 
with the money earmarked tor this work in the Hood damage 
account. A list of the streets to be paved was submitted to the 

Honorable Hoard of Aldermen and work was soon started on this 
road construction program. 

We were most fortunate in procuring the services ol the 
Vermont Paving Co., an affiliate of a construction company ol 

U orcester. Mass.. for the resurfacing of manv of our streets with 
bituminous concrete. Much work had to be done in preparing 
the streets for resurfacing. Work such as increasing the width 
of Strongs AvenUe between Madison Street ami South Main 
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Street l»y tt*ri feet, ami const meting a sub-base under the -ami', 
ua- done by men of our awn department. Pine Street and Grows 
Btreei were widened in I i l< < - manner. A t . it :i! of 5,516 tons of 

bitum'n - concrete or 14,125 square yards of resurfacing 

pavement was placed on TerriM Street. Strongs Avenue, Grove 
Street, Pine Street, Columbian V venue and Library Avenue. 

in addition i" resurfacing the above named rtreetsj with 
bituminous concrete the Street Department completely recon- 
structed Grove Street between Field Avenue and Vernon Street, 
also between Oak and Crescent Streets, and paved the same with 
a mixecVin-piace bituminous surface. Through the use of the 

eity-OWned Molo I 'aver the same type of surface u as placed on t lie 

weal end ut Stale Btreei ; River Street from the railroad overpass 
in Dorr Bridge; Meadow Street between River Btreei and Con- 
vent Avenue; and Lincoln Avenue between Crescent Street and 

North Street. A total of 25,365 square yards of nuNed-in-place 

pavement was constructed. Park Avenue, ('reek Road, Billings 

Avenue. Lincoln Avenue between North Street and 'Penney 

brook. Cunipln-ll Head. 1 1 arringi on Avenue and Sargent Ave >. 

were widened and regarded. Avenue B, the eaet Son of Easterly 
Avenue, Billings Avenue and a portion of Sargent Avenue were 

nevv ly ennsi rncted. 

Lafayette Street between Woodstock Avenue and Edgerton 

Street; Terrill Street between Fast and Lafayette Streets; a 1(1 
foot wide strip on Strongs Avenue between Prospect Street and 
Moon Brook, were excavated in a depth of 3 feet and replaced 
with a sub-base of heavy gravel. A total of 6,670 cubic yards of 
gravel was used in construct inn SubrbWOS and resurfacing city 
streets. 

The much disintegrated wood block surface on the River 

Street viaduct over the railroad was replaced With a bituminous 
Concrete surface. The Ripley bridge pavement was also re- 
surfaced. 

Inas m uch as no bond issue was approved for the construction 

of Curbs and sidewalks in the election of March. 1950 Mayo? 

Mealy recommended that the Board o! Aldermen appropriate 

$6,000 from the general fund for this purpose A total of 3,048 
feet of curb and 1,014 feet of sidewalk was constructed, In the 
flood damaged district 44N feet of walk was constructed. In 
addition to curb constructed through the petitions of property 
owners, a section of Main Street Park was also curbed No funds 
bave been made available in Ihe 15)51 budget for curb and -ide- 
walk construction. It has always been the practice to bond the 
city for street improvement work. I recommend that this praet ice 
be Continued for both the load improvement Work ami the curb 
construction ;is they are an integral part of each other. 
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The Street Department earned out a Rood protection propel 

on Fast Creek between Otter ('reek and West Street bridge. 
Fast Creek was widened considerably and Us entrance into < Mter 
Creek greally improved. 

The Street Department also fully cooperated in construct mg 
the Municipal Parking Lot at the north end of Merchant- How, 
a playground on Meadow Street, and made improvements to 
Rotary Field. 

On the night of November 25. I'.loU the City of Rutland was 
visited by a storm of most severe proportions. Our streets were 
littered with debris and fallen trees. After the storm subsided 
the employees of the Public Works Department, together wit , 
an additional force of hired help and equipment, began the task 

of clearing the citv streets. Pull < Deration was given the puhhc 

utility companies in order that the telephone and power trans- 
mission lines could be repaired and service restored as soon im- 
possible Hundreds of tt-ucktoads of debris were removed. 
Within a period of three weeks verv little evidence <>l the damage 
to citv property remained. The work of removing dangerous, 
storm damaged' trees from citv streets continues. Funds tor the 
above work were made available through a special appropriation 
from the flood damage account. 

Major equipment purchased for the Street Department 
included a tractor with sidewalk plow and dozer blade, bench 
grinder, table saw. truck hoist with 14.5 CFM air compressor, 
power lawn mower, shove! boom and bucket, gas pump and one 
2- 1 2 ( u. Yd dump I nn k 

Water Department 

During the year I960 the elements favored us with an ample 
supply of water. The year l!>50 was the first year in many 
that restrictions on the use of water were not necessary during 
the summer months. This does not mean that our water supply 
system is in better condition than other years because, actually, 
no major improvements have been made to our source of supply 
during the past half century. 

Much diftinltv was experienced in procuring cast iron pipe 
and other material for the extension of mains ami services durum 
the first part of the vear. Sufficient quantities of these materials 

arrived for th< nstruction of 3,789 linear feet ot water mam on 

Killington Avenue, Butterfly Avenue, Past Washington Street, 
Curtis \ venue, Motia Vista Avenue, Hillcrest Road. Park* ourt 
Sargent Avenue and Belmont Avenue Extension. Additional 
pipe, ordered earlier in the year, arrived after the end Pj tM 
construction season. Our inventory shows a good supply ot

General Department

Trees were trimmed and removed where necessary. All t n e- 
on city property were sprayed with a DDT solution l>y a private 
contractor with very satisfactory results. Special attention was 
given to the Main Street Bark area, resulting in a better kept 
park during the summer season. 

The Engineering Department made survey- of city properties 
and streets, and established lines and grades for the Street 
Department during the extensive road, sidewalk and curb con- 
struction program. Sewer grades were given and water lines laid 

out as directed l>y this department Records and costs of all 

construction were made and tiled. 



PUBLIC WORKS 



During the year weir tests were conducted on Eddy Brook. 
Preliminary surveys were made for the diversion of this brook 
and plans are now being made to effect the diversion. Additional 
surveys were made and plans drawn to improve the conditions 
along the intake channel bet ween Mention St ream and our present 

reservoir. 

Weal Street bridge was completed during the year and both 
abutments of the State Street bridge were rebuilt. A S52.766.K5 
contract for the reconstruction of Crescent Street bridge was let 
and this bridge is now 75% completed. 1 extend my thanks to 
Mr. A. D. Bishop, Bridge Kngineer. and Mr. Karl H. Welch, 
District Kngineer, of the Vermont Highway Department, for 
their assistance in engineering supervision on the above named 
major bridge projects during the past year.

To the lioniiifihlf City Council owl Cilm m< uf h'nlloml: 

No report has been filed by the com mission responsible for 
the care and maintenance of City Cemeteries for many years. 
This report will, therefore, cover the last four years, 

Cp to 1017. the annua! appropriat ion of £:i0(t had to cover 
the entire work done on both Hie North Main Street plot with 
about 2- r >0 known graves and the West Street Cemetery with 
aliout 560. North Main Street dates from the first settlement of 
Rutland "Kast Parish" about 1770. to about 1810 when a new 
and much larger ph'l was purchased on the western outskirts of 
town. This land with additional adjoining |>ieers served until 
after 1010. 

With the rising cost of labor, it had become impossible to 

do more than scythe-mow both plots once a year. In 1017 an 
increase in appropriation to S500 made it possible to do some 
additional mowing and work on falling stones. We were able to 
Save enough that year to make a down payment on a power mow- 
er By doing some Siting and leveling, wc ail' now able to power 
mow back about one fourth of the way from the front, and a 
wide path over half wav back in both cemeteries. We plan to 
increase the mowed area each year ami to continue to scythe- 
mow the remainder to keep weeds and brush under control. 
We are indebted lo Kinsman and Mills for allowing us to store 
our mower in one of their buildings (hiring the summer, ami 
t'arttmTs Sales ,V. Set vice conditioning and storing it for us 
during the winter. 

In I0IS it was found that about a dozen of the iron fence 
posts at Ihc front uf West St reel had rusted off. These were 
jacketed in pipe and reset in cement with the aid of equipment 
and some labor from the Department of Public Works. This 
labor was charged to the cemetery appropriation. Several loads 
of fill have been drawn to level the most sunken lots in North 
Main Street. An open cess pool was found to be draining int o 
the cemetery from the property at I 10 North Main Street and 
was reported to the Health officer. 

There has been encouraging response to a program of con- 
tacting desceiidents of people buried in these cemeteries anil a 
number of stones have been preserved by these efforts, infor- 
mation has been given in response to several inquiries. 

A dead elm tree around which a C.V.P.S. cable had been 
placed as a guy, was removed by the ( 'heshire Tree Kxperts, Inc., 
the Power Company paying half the eosl. One other tree was 
removed and another I rimmed and cabled at this time at a total 
cost of $101.50. This expenditure may account for the fact that 
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during the iim'cth hurricane there was damage to the twenty-

1 hereby respectfully submit the Following report which 
covers the activities of the Board of Zoning Adjustment. 

The Hoard has held IS meetings. We have granted 22 
petitions conforming with the Zoning Ordinance and refused 13. 

\Yc have had a combined number of (il'2 telephone calls 
regarding various information on the zoning ordinance. 

We recommend to the Hoard of Aldermen the changing of 
t hree areas: 

That, Woodstock Avenue east from Temple Street to the 
City Line be changed from residence A to a Business B 
area. 

that, the southeast corner of Madison Street and Prospect 
Street be changed so the Madison Street School will be 
retained in a residential area. 

that, I >< it li sides of Woodstock Avenue from the intersection 
of Temple Street, westerly to the present Business A area 
at the intersection of Deer Street, be changed from 
residence B to business B area. 

The different members, especially Chairman Kirov Chase, 
have made numerous trips throughout the year to various pieces 
of property where then- have been questions regarding the grant- 
ing of permits, and the board as a whole have also made some 
Ill-peel inn tours. 

While we are an appointed, unpaid board, we feel that in 
spite of the heavy demand on our time, which sometimes were 
most inconvenient, that with the continued cooperalion of the 
Board of Aldermen and its Zoning Committee, and with fuller 
cooperation of those handling real estate, our Zoning Ordinance 
may gradually bring about the desired results. 

We Wish to recommend to his Honor. Mayor Dan .1. Ilealy 
and our City Council, that the Zoning Ordinance be revised so 
that some penalty can be imposed on those violating the ordi- 
nance, as well as those being responsible for Others violating it, 
or in any way connected with the violations; and that copies of 
this revision be sent to all those handling real estate in any way. 
and to all the contractors and builders doing work within the city 
limits. 
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\\c jiIm) recommend thai a lull time building inspector be 

employed who will be responsible lor ;ill the const rucl ion, electric 
wiring and fixtures, nil plumbing, including sewerage and water 
mains, carpentry and masonry work, from the start to the finish 
of all new building, us well as complete supervision of all major 
repairs; to cheek and follow through on all permits that are 
granted.
